Commenting on all four de- 


partmental budgets. Councilman 
Joseph Fen ton stated, 'it is a 
shame that we cannot approve 
all of these things as they are all 
very commendable." 


In the recreation department, 


the Council has a budget request 
down more than S20.000 from last 
vear. The 1954-55 request is $67,- 
773. 


This is due. in part, to the 


fact that the park department 
has • assumed some of the work 
formerly done by the recreation 
department. Parks and recrea- 


tion were partially consolidated 
during the past year and moved 
from the jurisdiction of the de- 
partment of parks, public prop- 
erty and improvements to the 
department of w e l f a r e and! 
safety.

Both Ager and Recreation Di- ' 


rector James Ager agreed that 
the switch has resulted in a 
number of economies. 


With the exception of person- 


nel additions, the fire depart- 
ment budget is changed little 
from last year. This year's re- 
quest is 5492,643 as. compared to 
S455.664 for the 1953-54 fiscal 
year. 


Some 55,000 of the increase 
is 


found in capital outlay and main- 
tenance while the remainder is 
the result of additional personnel 
added to man the new southeast 
fire station and the shortening of 
firemen's hours during the past 
year. 


Police Chief Joseph T. Carroll 


explained to the Council his de- 
partment's budget which stands

The 36-year-old Canadian es- 


cape artist was extradited from 
Canada to complete a nine-year 
burglary term at the Nebraska 
prison. He had escaped custody 
here in July, 1949. 


"Negrcy didn't sleep a wink 


the whole trip, and we didn't 
either." said Karnopp. "We just 
kept driving, except for gas or 
food stops, until we reached Lin- 
coln." 


Karnopp said they left, Win- 


nipeg about 10 a.m. Tuesday and 
arrived at 3 a.m. Wednesday at 
the Nebraska prison's gales. 


Begged 


"Negrey begged to be locked 


up overnight in the county jail, 
but we took him right out to the 
penitentiary," said K a r n o p p , 
smiling as he produced a Ca- 
nadian newspaper clipping. 


The clipping described 
how 


Negrey was kept under special 
guard during his five years in 
prison there at a yearly cost of 
$7,000.

alone will not make any substantial contribu- 
tion towards curing the water storage prob- 
lem. 
We need more reservoirs and the build- 


ing of reservoirs does not necessarily have 'o 
wait on the completion of the Ashland pipe- 
line. We know what the answer to that will 
be. 
It will be that it is cheaper to depend 


upon a supply direct from Ashland than to 
construct storage reser\oirs. 


Out of all discussion, there can be only 


one conclusion. No community has a sub- 
stitute for \\ater when it needs water. 
The 


people of Lincoln are not going to be \erv 
hnppy if again next summer they find 
it 


necessary to put up with a program of water 
restrictions. 
After all. the neople of Lincoln 


did their part full well and generously when 
they ga\e approval for adequate revenue for 
a satisfactory water supply. 


Wrong Assignments 


Science is forging ahead toward the d<>y, 


possibly not far off now. when atomic gen- 
eration of cheap electricity will be taken 
as a matter of course. 


The latest bniricr to be cleared is the dis- 


covery of the proper substance, goon enough 
and safe cnoueh. to absorb atomic heat and 
conduct it to the boilers to make steam. The 
substance is metallic sodium. It melts at low 
temperatures but it can absorb an immense 
amount of hen: be: ore 31 boil.s. That makes 
it ideal for the transfer of atomic heat.

(U'n. James Van Fleet, former U.S. 
Commander in Korea, ulio has 
been making a i-'ar Eastern sur- 
vey for Elsenhower. His military 
thinking coincides with that of Dr. 
Swi?man llhee—namely that the 
( mtcd States should resume war 
in Korea. 
This of course, has 


been turned dow n. 


But what cannot be ignored is

Chiang's troops either in Korea or 
Indochina was pure politics.

choice to direct popular election 
led the Legislature of 1917 to pro- 
vide that in case of any Senate 
vacancy, the governor should ap- 
point a senator to serve. .iot until 
the Legislature should choose as 
in former days, nor for the re- 
mainder of the term, but only 
until the next general election 
when the voters would elect a 
senator to fill out the term. This 
law still stands unchanged on the 
statute books. When it was en- 
acted, the term of Congress did 
not expire until March 4. Hence 
a short-term senator elected early 
in November would serve for a 
period of four months and ac- 
tually take part in the final three 
months session (the "lame duck 
session") of the existing Con- 
gress. With all the emoluments 
and 
privileges 
of any 
newly- 


elected senator, that was the con- 
dition this election law was in- 
tended to meet. 


But 16 years later in 1933 the 


20th amendment provided 
that 


the term of a new 
Congress 


was to begin Jan. 3 instead of 
March 4, and did away with the 
three-months "lame duck"' ses- 
sion. 
This shortened the short 


term to the present length of the 
two months of November 
and 


December with no likely opportu- 
nity for any actual part in the 
work of a session of Congress, 
for during the 22 years and the 11 
terms of Congress 
under 
the 


"lame duck" amendment there 
has been no special session noi 


recessed regular session in thiy 
period despite the special prob- 
lems and increased demands of 
the depression years, the second 
World War and the Korean con- 
flict. 


This 
anomalous short short 


senatorial term popular election 
should be abolished. The term is 
riot of sufficient public impor- 
tance to merit the dignity of two 
state-wide elections (primary «nd 
general) with their expense and 
demands on the time and atten- 
tion of the voters and election 
officials. It can be eliminated by 
a slight amendment to the elec- 
tion law providing that when the 
unexpired term does not exceed 
70 days, there shall be no popular 
election of a senator therefor, but 
the senator appointed by the gov- 
ernor shall continue to serve until 
the end of the term.

WASHINGTON MW—The House 


I passed overwhelmingly Wednes- 


day a bill designed to force reluc- 
tant witnesses to testify on nation- 
nl security matters by granting 
them immunity from prosecution. 


But the House bill, approved 293- 


55, differs sharply from a measuie 
on the same subject passed by UK- 
Senate last year, and neither will 
become law unless the two houses 
can agree in the few days before 
adjournment.

sentatives Harrison, Hruska and 
Miller voted with the majority. 


Nebraska representative Curtis 
Is in Nebraska. 


Atty. Gen. Brownell has asked 


for some such law. 


The House also passed, by voice 


\ote, a bill to speed up the con- 
viction and punishment of witnes- 
ses on contempt charges for failure 
to answer questions before con- 
gressional committees. 


Contempt 


This measure, which goes to the 


Senate, would permit a congres- 
sional committee to go to federal 
court for an order directing the 
witness to answer. Failure to com- 
ply would place the witness in con- 
fempt of court and subject him to 
immediate penalties. 


To be punished for contempt of 


Congress, a witness now must be 
cited first by the committee and 
then the full House or Senate, and 
the matter then referred to the 
Justice Department for grand jury 
action and trial 


The immunity bill is designed to 


deaf with witnesses who refuse to 
testify on the ground that testi- 
mony they gave may subject them 
to prosecution for crime.

In Area I, there were 1,804 ap-

Area III, 879 applications for 500 
pi-rmits and Area IV, 1,294 ap- 
plications for 500 deer permits 
In the antelope area there were 
519 applications for 500 ermits.

A last minute flood of applica­ 
tions for big game hunting per­ 
mits has made it necessary to 
have a 
drawing 
to 
determine 
who will receive the 4,000 deer 
and 500 antelope permits. More 
than half of the 5,653 applica­ 
tions 
were 
received 
the 
last 
three day s previous to the clos­ 
ing date at the Nebraska Game, 
Forestation and Parks Commis­ 
sion in Lincoln. 
In Area I. there were 1,804 ap­ 
plications for the 1,.500 allowable 
deer permits; Area II, 2.157 ap­ 
plications for 1..500 deer permits; 
Area III, 87 9 applications for 500 
permits and Area IV, 1,29 4 ap­ 
plications for 500 deer permits 
In the antelope area there were 
519 applications for 500 
ermits. 
The drawing for the oermits 
will be held upon completion of 
processing the applications, prob­ 
ably the first week in August. 
The lucky hunters, who will get 
big game permits, will be noti­ 
fied 
at a 
later date. 
Refund 
checks will be mailed to the un­ 
successful applicants, who shouL 
receive them by Aug. 15. 
Issuing 
of 
antelo|>e 
permits 
will have priority over the deer 
season permits due to the earlier 
opening season date. 


Most of the two-day meeting 
will be spent In study of the 
budget for the nex t biennium.
